Over 200 angry law students 
filed Chancellor Day Hall to 
capacity yesterday afternoon to 
protest a motion which will be 
brought before faculty tonight. 
The motion would end supplemen- 
tals for major courses; and would 
increase the proportion of credits 
that must be passed from two- 
thirds to three-quarters of those 
taken. = 


The Law students who came to 
* the meeting, chaired by Law 
Undergraduate Society President 
William Friedman, appeared sol- 
idly against the faculty proposal 
from the start. They were treated 
to an eloquent judicial-style dis- 
course by Associate Professor 
Stephen Scott, who defended the 
proposal, and fended off a bom- 
bardment of loaded questions 
* from the students with all the agil- 
ity of a Ken Dryden, . 


However, despite the best 
efforts of the eminent jurist, the 
students at the close of the meet- 
ing remained furious with the 
motion before faculty. 


Discussing ihe present credit 
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system, Scott pointed out that 
“the figure of two-thirds that had 


been struck by. Faculty is not. 


divinely ordained as a natural part 
of the order of the universe,” 

There are, according to Scott, 
“a marginal number of students 
who scrape up enough marks to 
stay in law school who should just 
not be there,” 

Scott maintained that these stu- 


dents have a high failure rate in. 


the bar exams necessary to enter 


the legal profession. 


The students present argued 


that many aspects of the proposal 
were unfair, For example, under ’ 


thenewsystem, if an LLB student 
gets straight A's in his first two 
years and takes the compulsory 


minimum 24 credits in his third - 


year, he will still flunk out of law 
school if he fails only one compul- 
sory course in Obligations, which 
is weighted at eight credits. 
scott’ valiantly attempted to 
parry this and many other permu- 
tations and combinations con- 
cerning the amount of credits and 


. fractions of credits needed to 


pass. He concluded by saying that 
the new proposal is not sac- 
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Law students protest — 
credit system changes — 


rosanct and that there could be ~ 


changes within its framework. 

Scott said that the four student 
members of the 18-member 
faculty council could vote against 
the proposal and voice the opin- 
ions of law students. But he ruled 
out direct negotiations, since, he 
declared, “This matter concerns 
the integrity of the law degree and 
is not negotiable.” 

"| don't believe that students 
should have _ representation,” 
Scott went on to say. “They have 
no perspective of what courses 
should be taught and what their 
worth should be. They should not 
be allowed any say in fixing the 
educational: standards of the 
faculty." 

According to Scott, “allowing 
students representation is a con- 
cession to a general movement, 
a social trend. | regard academics 
who go along with these conces- 
sions as weak,” 

"| didn't know anything about 
how the university should be run 
when | was’ in school,” he 
asserted. ‘You don't know either. 
| regard myself as among those

Ellison, and the janitor, Mr. Lord, 
be fired within the next two weeks 
after the reception of this notice.”

Strangely enough, the. apart- 
ment dwellers who signed the peti- 
tion have heard nothing: about 
the lawyer's letter. They are un- 
aware that two jobs have been 
put on theline by the Association. 

Over 25 residents commented 
that they had little more than 
minor complaints or none at all. 
They felt the Association was not 
justified in calling for the firings 
and they saw no grounds for legal 
procedures. 

The one exception is 
Jacqueline: Dubois, the resident 
who first called on the Associa- 
tion. She claimed that residents 
are unwilling to admit their com- 
plaints because of “incredible 
intimidatidn" and door-to- 
door “brainwashing”.
